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House passes $4.55 minimum wage bill

WASHINGTON — The House, defying 
throats of a presidential veto, voted Thurs- 
day to raise the federal minimum wage from 
$:i.35 an hour now to S1.55 by late 1991 . 

That is 30 cents higher than Prisidenl 
Bush has said he would accept. \ 

Congressional leaders .said the vote. zW- 
171. was likely to spur the Senate into ap- 
proving an even higher minimum wage — 
possibly S4.65 an hour, ns Senate Democrnt.s 
have proposed.

WASHINGTON - Rep. Richard 
Stallings blasted the Knvironmental 
Protection Agency Thursday for leak- 
ing ii.s preliminary report on the pes- 
ticide aidicarb. 

In a letter to KI’A Administrator 
William Reilly, signed by fellow Ida- 
hoan Rep. Larry Craig and 20 House 
members from other farm states, 
Stallings slammed the agency fur il.s 
"irresponsible’ leak of the prelimi- 
nary document. 

"The staff who leaked the report 
should be fired.’ the usually mild- 
mannered Idaho Democrat wrote. 

. "The KPA document is damaging 
potato markets when there is abso- 
lutely no evidence that the rcsult.s of 
the internal memorandum arc even 
accurate,*

Tue.<day, aidicarb, u.scd on some 
potato and banana crops, has the po- ' 
— ten(-inl-to-caur^-flu-4«kt>-«>ymplom«^^ 
including nausea, headaches and 
blurred vision--in children. 

John Moore, KPA acting deputy 
administrator, confirmed those find- 
ings in a statement Wednesday, but 
stressed that the study was not 
complete and has yet to be subject to 
independent review. 

"I see no basis fur any undue con- 
cern, at this time, about eating ba- 
nanas or potatoes," Moore said, 
adding that the preliminary study 
gave no indication that aidicarb pos- 
e.s "life-threatening health risks.’ 

Stallings, who represents the 
largest potato growing state in the 
country, criticized Moore's statement 
a.s inadequate. The congressman de- 
manded strong assurances "that 
potatoes are safe and that the public 
lias no need for concern.' 

An EPA spokesman said that 
Moore had not had a chance to re- 
'Tew the letter, and was not ready to 
comment. The agency's head, Reilly, 
could not be reached for comment. 

A spokesman for Stalbngs said the 
leaked report "basically froze the 
potato market’ in the state.

The $1.55-nn-hour figure voted by the 
House wn5“blllPdTnm“biparlisan compro- 
mise. The House Education (ind l^bor Com- 
mittee originally had sought $4.65 but 
agreed to n lO-cent reduction to halt dcfec- 
tion.s by conservative Democrats. 

The House rejected. 218-198, the udminLs- 
trntion'.s $4.25-nn-hour jiroposal. Before fi- 


nally approving the bill, House members vot- 
ed 240-179 to approve the $-1.55 figure. 

On final passage, 226 Democrats and 22 
Republicans voted for the measure, while 147 
Republicans and 24 Democrats opposed it. 

The dispute over how much to increase the 
federal minimum wage is mainly a political 
one. Economists .say tho economic impact of a 
. higher minimum wage is likely to be modest 
because labor is already in such short supply 
that few jofa.s are still paying the federal min- 
imum. 

And in some states the state minimum 
wage law already provides for a higher wage

Stream quality compromise wins final OK

BOISE — Legislation implementing the compro- 
mise agreement protecting the quality of Idaho's 
streams has won final legislative approval over 
mining interest claims that it will jeopardize their 
muhimillion-dollar Panhandle operations. 

"It is the culmination of several years of frustra- 
tion and great expense to Idaho’s industry to come 
up with a solution that is acceptable not only to all 
the interest groups but to the stnngeni standards 
of the Enrironmcntal Protection Agency," Senate 
Resource and Environment Chairman Laird Noh. 
R-Kimberly, said. 

The Senate unanimously approved the least 
controversial pii-cc of the package, a bill making 
so-called best management practices approved by 
the stale acceptable operational metheids for pre- 
serving stream quality. 

But the bill giving the Legislature authority to 
declare streams or .stream segments outstanding 
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resource waters, which mean.s no further develop- 
ment could take place, had to survive un attempt 
to modify it before passing overwhelmingly. 

The bills, preceded by legislative adoption of a 
resolution outlining the proviMons of la.-l sum- 
mer's negotiated compromise, were prompted by 
federal laws requiring action to protect water 
quality from nonpoint sources of poliutitm such as 
fanning, mining and timbering 

A bipartisan majority of the U-gi.slature ap- 
proved an industry-backed water quality pl.in la.st 
year. But Democratic Gov Cecil .Ajidrus vetoed it 
as falling short of providing the environmental 


prote-ction needed, and forced Senate Democrats 
who originally supported the biH'to uphold his 
veto. 

Following that, .-\ndrus reconvened the environ- 
mental. sportsmen and industry interest-s to work 
out a compromiH- that w ns ultimately reached late 
last summer. Thai compromise, backed by the 
raining, timber, agriculture, sport-smen and con- 
servation orpamzation.s. spawned the iegislalion 
that Is contingent un dismiasaJ of an environmen- 
talists' suit to force imposition of tough water 
quality ?t;tndard,«.

Thursday said they remain skeptical about the 
"safety and accuracy" of now homu'tcsting kits for 
detecting the AIDS virus and said the government 
must be cautious before approving their sale. 

Food and Drug Administration Commjs.sioner 
Fra nk Young , tcstifying_bcfor.c_»_HousC-iUl<oB-.. 
mittcc.' Baid a final decision-has not been made on- 
thc home testing method. The FDA has rebuffed 
company requests to market the kiLs and plans to 
hold 0 public hearing on the issue next month. 

But some manufacturers charged the FDA wa.'i. 
unfairly blocking their marketing efforts by refus- 
ing to review their license applications for the kits. 
They., contended the home tests, by allowing maxi- 
muin privacy, would encourage more people to be 
tested for the virus. 


Young said the FDA is gathering more informa- 
tion on the kiLs and will ask company representa- 
tives to nddre.s.s the health agency’s concerns at an 
April 6 meeting. ' 

"Caution at this time is prudent." Youn^ said 
before the Hou.se Small Business Committee s sub- 
committee on Regulations, Business Opportunities 
and Encrg)'- . 

Young said federal ofTiclnls fear at-home AIDS 
-tcst-rcsults-^vouid-bc-unrcliabic-bccause-thetcBts’ 
would be-pcrformcd by untrained people and some 
people may not be able to follow iho-directions ac- 
curately. "Nothing can .substitute for well-quali- 
fied individuals using ...;cfrcctive tests," he said. 

Young said further problems could result when 
blood samples drawn with the kits were shipped to 
a laboratory for analy.sis, Delays in arrival of the 
•sample and exposure to temperature extremes 
could affect the results, he said. 

ARer sending off their blood sample, those test- 


ed~rould call the lab about a week later, identify 
themselves with a special code, number, and re- 
ceive the results. 

'Critica'of thc'nt-home test said they were-con- 
corned that those testing positive would not re- 
ceive proper counseling. "... Patients may quickly 
interpret positive results as a virtual death war- 
rant," said Rep. Ron Wyden, D-Orc., the subcom- 
mittee chairman. •

Baker and President Bush were 
expected to meet on the agreement 
this morning, then announce the new 
policy in an appearance with congres- 
sional tenders. 

The statement expresses support 
for Central American peace efforts 
and democratic goals, calls for the ul- 
timate reintegration of the' Contras 
into Nicaraguan political life and 
calls for nn end to regional hostilities.

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Bill raising driving age 
deserves approval 

For the second time in two years, the Idaho House is con- 
sidering a bill to raise the state's driving age from 14 to 16. 

Despite some valid arguments from young people about 
how early driving privileges increase their responsibility, we 
think the bill should be approved. 

We say that knowing that we will not win any friends 
among seventh and eighth graders, many of whom are al- 
ready looking fonvard to driving and the freedom from par- 
ents which it inevitably means. 

And we also acknowledge that many young people are ful- 
ly capable of physically handling a car. 

Still, we don’t think those reasons are enough to leave the 
driving age at 14. 

There is a lot'of-evidcnce thatr^cspitc-physical'Tcadincssr- 
many young people lack the judgment and maturity to •drive 
defensively and wisely. 

Yes, they know how to make the car go. But they seem to 
have little appreciation for the laws of physics in which 
speed times weight results in force. 

Hence, they do not "look ahead" and anticipate what could 
happen at this intersection, that curve. They do not ask 
themsoIvcB, what if a ball und'child comes out from between 
those two parked cars? 

This lack of anticipation thinking, combined with a gener- 
al sense of their own immortality and a normal tendency to 
be susceptible to peer pressure thus can load to tragic re- 
sults. 

The measure before the House allows 14-year-olds to 
drive to work or school if a need can be demonstrated and al- 
lows 15-yoar-oids to drive with a learner’s permit if an adult 
is in the car. 

Those strike us as reasonable ollowances, provided they do 
not become huge loopholes through which every 14-ycar-old 
can drive. 

Additionally, we would like to sec the Legislature consider 
measures similar to Oregon proposals in which any violation 
of drpgs and/or alcohol use by young person would result in 
an automatic driving prohibition until the ogc of 1 8. 

If a young teenager knew he or she wouldn't be able to 
drive if thoy are caught with drugs or alcohol, that would go 
0 long way. we suspect, to curb use. 

Idaho is one of the few states in the country which still hns 
a 14-ycar-old driving age. The curroht law is essentially a 
vestige of an earlier time in which young drivers were need- 
ed extensively in farm work our could venture out on less- 
congested highways and county roads,

With the emphosis placed on child 
abuse Ihi.s session, one would think 
child advocate groups would be danc- 
ing in the streets. Unfortunately, 
with the governor in the lead, some 
groups have chosen instead to protest 
on the capitol steps.

The "quick-fix" to this emotional 
and complex problem appeared to bo 
mandatory minimum sentencing. But 
"quick-fixes’ have very seldom solved 
much in this Lcgislnluro, 

It ln-camc obvious that the real ne- 
cessity was a "tool box* for prosecu- 


tors to build strong cases, No matter 
what the length of a mandatoo' mini- 
mum sentence, if you can't build n 
cose, you won't get a sentence of any 
kind. 

Another fallacy of mandatory mini- 
mum sentences, in this instance, is 
the message we send judges. \Vhy set 
the guideline or norm of one year 
when currently lewd and lascivious 
conduct with a child carries a sen- 
tence of up to life? 

Many of the experts tell us, in fact, 
a true pedophile cannot bo treated. 
Isn’t it better to have information 
available so those people can be iden- 
tified and warehoused in the stale 
penitentiary rather than sentenced 
toji year detention which included a 
wgrk-release program? 

In my mind, it became obvious 
,thnt Instead of imorforing with the ‘ 
judicial process and painting every 
one of these complex cases with the 
.same brush, that wc, indeed, start to 
look ui the heart of the problem.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Syrian 
army gunners and allied Druse mili- 
tiamen fought artillery duels with 
Christian army units Thursdoy, and 
police said 15 people were killed and 
42 wounded. 

Most of the casualties were civil- 
ians in Christian cost Bcirutsi where 
rockets sometimes landed at the rate 
of40 a minute. 

A police spokesman said the dead 
included an 80-ycar-old woman who 
was crossing the street in cast 
Beirut's Soloumch residential dU- 
trict. A Lebanese soldier also was 
wounded, police said. 

The new casuolitics brought the 
toll to 81 killed and 253 wounded 
since fighting ■^began March 8 be^ 
tween Gen. Michel Aoun, who 
mends the 20,000 Christiana in the 


Lebanese army, and the Druse mili- 
tia led by Walid Jumblatt. 

Other Moslem militias and the 
22,000 Moslem soldiers led by Moj. 
Gen. Sami Khatib appear to have 
stayed out of the dispute. The fight- 
ing threatens Arab League efforts to 
mediate a political crisis that split 
the army on sectarian lines and cre- 
st^ competing Christian and 
M^m governments.

A one- or two-person family mak- 
ing up to $31,500 in Jerome, Cassia, 
Lincoln or Gooding counties can 
qualify for a mortgage now at 8.'1 
percent interest on a house costing 
as much as $68,000.

Idaho Housing Agency

In a related matter, the commis- 
sioners also will consider the same 
assessing system for county dis- 
patch- Currently the county pays 
most of the bill, with Gooding and 


Hogerman picking up some of the 
costs.

Several attempts have been made in rwenl 
years to renovate the county’s existing facilities 
but due to the physical layout of the jail those ef- 


forts have resulted in further overcrowded condi- 
tions, the commissioners* Idler .dated. 

Among the items listed in the commissioners 
letter are: 

Installation of a telephone and security sy.stcm, 
24-hour .supervision by ofT-duly re,serve and retired 
law enforcement and correctional officers, each 
manning an eight-hour shift. 

Windows would not have bars and residents 
wouldn’t lie locked in. 

Juveniles would be allowed to go to school, being 
transported by the public school bus system. The

Bill extends water rights 

BOISE - Wlh a stroke of the governor's 
cri tkal ■ grou n d w a U r . a re as 
will be extended the same grandfathered 
water rights od other Idaho farmers. 

Thur^ay the House unanimously passed 
a bill pushed by Rep. Bruce Newcomb, R- 
Burley, addressing water rights in the two 
critical groundwater areas in Cassia County 
and those elsewhere in the stale. The Sen- 
ate had alreadypassedthrblll: 

Farmers who have changed from flood ir- 
rigation to sprinkling can cultivate more 
land with the .same* amount of water. But 
because Idaho law lies water rights to land, 
the change has amounted to an illegal use of 
the water even though the sa^c amount of 
water is being used more efficiently. 

The Legislature had already legalized the 
expanded water use in areas other than 
critical groundwater areas. 

Newcomb’s bill extends grandfather 


rights to those areas, thereby legalizing ex- 
isting practices that previously were techni- 
cally illegal. Farmers who took additional 
water through more wells or pumping arc 
not included. The bill also includes require- 
ments for critical groundwater organiza- 
TlonrKnnalnrsurcnhc-waUT sopplyis Tiot- 
furthcr depleted. 

Without Newcomb's lepslation, the state 
could face lawsuits from farmers in critical 
groundwater areas, and the Snake River ad- 
judication would t^e much longer to com- 
plete, he has said. 

The law will take cITect as soon as the 
governor signs it.

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - A radioac- 
tive isotope of iodine can still be de- 
lected in groundwater beneath the 
Idaho .National Engineering Labora- 
tory. but at much lower levels than 
eight years ago, according to a recent 
U.S. (jeological Survey report. 

Te.sls at the Idaho Chemical Pro- 
cessing Plant in 1986 revealed io- 
dine-129 contaminations of up to 3.6 
picocuries per liter. That’s above the 
. 1 pieocurie per liter maximum al- 
lowed for drinking water, but well 
Ik-Iuw 1981 readings. 

At that time. USGS crews found 
readings of up to 41 picocuries per 
liter beneath the U.S. Department of 
Energy nuclear site, USGS hydrolo- 
gi.st Ijirry Mann said Wednesday. 

.Mann attributed the lower read- 
ings to the closure of- an injection 
well that dumped wastewater direct- 
ly into the Snake River Plain 
Aquifer. Since February 1984, ICPP 
wa.'Jlewater has been held in filtra- 
tion ponds. ! 

The Big Ix)St River also has helped | 
recharge the aquifer and dilute the i 
iodine. From 1977 to 1981, only 300 ' 

acre-feet of water from the river en- 
_tii rgd tho nfj uifer at ICPP. From 1 981 
to 1986, recharge was~about 
7,000 acre-feet, Mann said. 

The plume of iodine-129 is grow- 
ing, but very slowly, Mann eaid. Very 
low readings have been detected at 
the Central Facilities Area, south of 
ICPP 

At the south end of the Central 
Facilities Area, readings are at about 
0.1 picocuries per liter, which Mann 
.said was "below any realistic report- 
ing level." 

The USGS probably will chock for 
iodine-129 again in 1990 or 1991, 
Wliile Mann expects the readings to 
continue to decrea.se, he said. "I 
think it'll sLll be detectable."

Dedicated group creMes stained gli^ss windows

JEROME — Don't Uili members of 
the First Church of God in Jerome 
what can't be done. 

With a “little load, solder and inge* 
j\uity" they have created seven 
stained glass end agate windows for 
.their church sanctuary depicting im- 
portant biblical scenes. 

.“Aftcrl 4Tnemths imhrmalnngrthc - 
'windows were unveiled in a special 
.Palm Sunday dedication this week. 

Church members originally antici- 
pated it would take 2'/} years. From 
the;inception of the project the mem- 
bers have been overcoming odds. 

-‘Three .CQinmerdfll artis Ls and.nu- 
jnefous others in California and else- 
where told them a project involving 
stained glass and agate couldn't bo 
done. Their attempts to get a stained 
■glass craftsman to work with them 
failed also. 

• ! “So all the doors were shut; it 
tprned out we had to do it all our- 
selves. And God did it. We didn’t 
;k'now how," says Harriet Weixel. who 
is married to the church’s pastor. 

• Weixel. who ultimately designed 
:the scenes, knows what she’s talking 
about. She's had no previous experi- 
ence in art or design and claims “they 
hardly let me draw in kindergarten.* 

Working from that background 
Weixel designed intricate scenes de- 
picting The Creation, Noah and the 
Ark. ’The 'Ibn Commandments, 
Christ’s Birth, Jesus’ Ministry, The 
Crucifixion and the Ascension. 

The idea for the windows originat- 
ed with Weixel and Opal Dcthicfs 
who contributed most of the agalc. 
Dclhlcfs and her late husband Otto 
had collected agate throughout their 
married life. 

Weixel says Delhlcfs wanted to do 
something for the church with the 


slices of agate. 

“Tb encoumgo her I just said, ‘Why 
don't wo just make a great big win- 
dow all the way across the front of 
the church.’ And it wos amazing, ev- 
eryone just said, ‘Yeah, let's try, let's 
do it,” 

Originally Weixel tried- to design 
windows just using the agate pieces, 
then decided it would be better if it 
was combined with stained glass. 
“•Twcntyehurch-mcmbers-rallied lo- 
participate in the project. “Not a one 
of tho crow had ever done any cutting 
of glass, and it takes years to perfect 
that. None of us were lapidarians 
who knew much aboiil the rock, and 
there never was a technique of 
putting the. .two together." Weixel 
says. 

“The group didn’t even know what 
they were getting into," says Linda 
Gray, who became their advisor. “But 
they know somehow they were going 
to do it," she adds. 

A Jerome resident and owner of 
“Stained glass Reflections,"' Gray 
says she was impressed with the en- 
thusiasm and dedication of the 
group. 

“Although it was a massive under- 
taking...! was really impressed from 
tho very beginning because they ar- 
rived at our first meeting with ideas 
already in place, the oak scrcc- 
n... wailing for windows, and so it was 
really obvious to me that they were 
prepared and dedicated, which I 
think is half the battle," says Gray. 

Using the knowledge gleaned from 
a six-week class taught by Gray, the 
group began the painstaking work of 
cutting and polishing the 717 pieces 
of agate used and combining those 
pieces with stained glass to moke up 
tho patterns for the windows. 

Agate slices make up the border 
around five of the windows as well a.s 
for specific objects. For example, the 
tulips and turtle in the Creation arc

a brown Brazilian agate, and an onyx 
represents the moon. White and grey 
moss agate is used for the tablets de- 
picting the Ibn Commandments. 

Noah’s ark is made mostly of n 
brown Brazilian agate with n w<M>d 
grain, and the leaves of the olive 
branch are jade. 

The crib of the Chri.st child was cut 
from a piece of petrified wood. The 
slab inside the tomb where Christ 


laid is a while Montana agate, and a 
piece of white stained glass is used 
inside the tomb which appears to 
have an image representing angels. ' 

The Rev. Hlroy Weixel says the 
group chose to depict scenes which 
were familiar to most people and 
chose to do seven panels because. 
■They're a complete iiiblica! number, 
a hilly number." 

The creation of the windows has 


been inspiring for not only the win- 
dow crew but also for the 7r)-fnemher 
congregation. "It has done more to 
bond them together limn anything 
that we have had happen," says Har- 
riet Weixel. 

Although iiiany professional crafts- 
men doubled the succe.ss of the pro- 
ject, the crew never did. Problems 
arose, hut everyone worked together 
to .solve them, says Dethiefs. 


“Of course, you have to consider 
that our God was the beginning of it. 
You have to give a lot of credit there 
loo.. .He guided us. I'm sure a lot of 
the problems that might have come 
up or did come up were solved more 
easily because we relied on the Lord," 
she say.s.

CHANCES ARE (PG). This come-
